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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Yamazaki teaches using 
ammonia or hydrazine or water or methonol or nitrogen trifluoride etc. as nonproductive gas during deposition but not during the cleaning 
process. However, applicant must note that both Catalano and Yamazaki uses glow discharge CVD technique to deposit semiconductor 
layer for making solar cells. Catalano uses nitrogen fluoride duirng deposition, where as Yamazaki uses, in addition to nitrogen trifluoride, 
ammonia or hydrazine or water as a nonproductive gas to render energy to the produtive gas and energy spreads throught reactive space 
in which glow discharge exists to produce the semicondcutor layer with high speed and high performance. Since both Catalano and 
Yamazaki are analogous art and both to improve the quality of the semiconductor layers during deposition, the dosing gas used in 
Catalano can be replaced with one of the following chemicals such as ammonia or water hydrazine because Yamazaki teaches ammonia 
or water or hydrazine are functionally equivalent to nitrogen trifluoride.
